Thus the 
affirmative concluded, It most cer' 
talnly was more glorious^ to steal 
the rock 'which' Is so symbolic of 
Scotland than th.it tiny piece ot 
paper with a couple of govern- 
mental documents on it. 

The , affirmative kept firm to 
their point that the theft of the 
Stone of Scone was nothing more 
than a Communist-instigated plot 
to dlsturi} the peace and tranquility 
of the British Empiré.
